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Tactics of the Revolution. 


After the victory of the revolution on February 27, the workers, of 
their own free will, left it to the assembly of elders of the State Duma to 
elect a provisional government, and thus the Executive Committee of the 
State Duma was formed. 

Such tactics are to a certain extent explainable by the circumstances 
of the moment: the workers at that time might not have had the necessary 
persons in mind. 

But this fact was fraught with consequences of great importance. It 
was fraught with the danger that the workers' democrats would lose their 
independent political positions. In the election of revolutionary 
commissars, when the workers already had every opportunity to nominate 
their own candidates, they again got away with the cause of the 
revolution, this time deliberately, and the commissars turned out to be 
exclusively members of the Duma who were alien to working-class trends. 
This is no longer a concession to the circumstances of the moment, since 
there were comrades in the Soviet of S. and R. Deputies who pointed out 
how dangerous it was to take candidates who were not from their own 
midst. But the workers were not persuaded by their advice. 

This was inevitably followed by a third stage of the growing 
revolutionary modesty of the workers. 

The composition of the Provisional Government was formed entirely 
of representatives of the bourgeoisie and landowners, not only members 
of the Duma but also elements from outside. And the deputies approved 
it. Thus, having crushed the monarchy, the oii consciously and voluntarily 
surrendered power to the privileged classes. 

For this, the monarchist Milyukov called their behavior reasonable. 
Of course! But what did the workers keep for themselves? What did you 
win with the revolution? Control of the Provisional Government? What will 
he give them? It is obvious that the bourgeoisie, even under the control 
of the workers, cannot undertake the implementation of proletarian 
programmes, and the workers have no right to expect to rake in the heat 
with someone else's hands, following the example of the bourgeoisie, but 
must act themselves. 

Revolution is, first of all, the seizure of political power by the victor 
and its organisation on correspondingly new principles. The workers had 
to take full power into their own hands when it was so easy to do so that 
the fruits of their revolutionary labors would not be enjoyed by the 
privileged classes. That was not done. 

But the workers still have two positions in which they can regain 
some of what they voluntarily surrendered and lost without a new 
revolution. These positions are a democratic republic and an end to the 
war. 

The Republic is a matter for the Constituent Assembly. It is in the 
interest of the counter-revolution to postpone its convocation as long as 
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possible, when revolutionary passions have cooled down and an anti- 
republican trend has been organised in the provinces. The interests of the 
workers, on the other hand, demand that it be convened as soon as 
possible, so that in May a new fundamental law establishing republican 
forms of government may come into force. Only by relying on a 
democratic republic will workers' and peasants' democracy be able to 
become the political force on a national scale to which it aspires. It is 
therefore incumbent upon the Soviet of Deputies to proceed immediately 
to action, to draw up a draft republican constitution, a mandate to the 
Constituent Assembly, an electoral law, and to send commissars 
throughout the country to prepare the population for the elections as soon 
as possible. 

The ruling classes are incapable of ending the present war because 
of the confusion of capitalist interests which the Oii created before the war 
and which the war has complicated. Only the workers and soldiers of the 
belligerent countries can put an end to it by revolutionary means and 
conclude peace on terms established without the participation of official 
spheres. That is why the Soviet of Deputies and Deputies has another 
duty: to immediately begin an attempt to establish relations with the 
workers and soldiers of all the belligerent countries, and above all with 
the Germans, in order to put an end to the war on reasonable terms. 

If the workers also renounce these positions, it will mean that they 
have made a revolution only for the sake of a certain bourgeois freedom, 
nothing more. Comrades, you must understand this. 

The revolutionary modesty shown by the workers in this case is 
unparalleled in the history of the proletarian struggle. Never and nowhere 
have the workers voluntarily surrendered power to the privileged classes. 
It has always been wrested from them by deception or violence. 


Comrades! Read Pravda aloud on the streets and at 
rallies and pass it on to others. 


Where can I get the money’? 


The new government decided to issue a new two billion pieces of 
paper money. Perhaps it was indispensable. But two billion will be enough 
for one or two months. And then what? 

The whole of the bourgeois press and bourgeois science admits that 
every new issue of paper money increases the dearness of living. The old 
government was justly accused of printing paper instead of taxing the 
propertied classes. 

Will it stay the same as before? 

The bourgeoisie shouts at the top of its lungs: "Everything is for war!" 
and adds: "It remains to make the last effort for victory." We suggest to 
her: make a last effort yourself, give everything for the war. 

The people are suffering from the war, and the bourgeoisie has made 
unheard-of profits. 

We propose, therefore, that all the revenues received in 1916 should 
be devoted entirely to the needs of the war at a time: 

1) all joint-stock and other commercial and industrial enterprises 
that received income of more than 3,000 rubles; 

2) all homeowners — what they received from renting out premises, 
if the income is more than 3,000 rubles; 

3) all landowners who received an income of more than 3,000 
rubles; 

4) all private railways, banks, and banking offices; 

5) all depositors in banks and holders of interest-bearing securities. 

Owners of property and securities will not be ruined by such a one- 
time tax; They will only show that their slogan "Everything for war" is not 
said by them to deceive the people. [M. Olminsky.]

Paying lip service to the Provisional Government, this scion of the 
House of Romanov is not concerned with the realization of freedom, but, 
on the contrary, only with the "maintenance of discipline," and not only at 
the front, but also in the "rear areas of the army." 

And further, in the language of the ministers of Nicholas the Bloody, 
this protégé of the retired Tsar gives orders to Kn. Lvov, who is at the 
head of the Provisional Government. 

"| am sure,—- Romanov orders Lvov, "that you, for your part, will do 
everything in your power to ensure victory by restoring complete order 
and activity everywhere to the factories and all institutions working for the 
needs of the army and navy." 

Is it proper for the head of a government installed by the revolution 
to receive such orders? 

Is it appropriate to endure such mockery in silence? Does Prince 
Lvov admit that he is in need of such instructions? 

The Chief of Staff, Gen. Alekseev. In his instructions, he writes: 

"A deputation of 50 people from the new government is going from 
Velikiye Luki to Polotsk and disarming the gendarmes."

Speech of the 1st Railway Battalion.

We are asked to leave 
him, he will go back. We obey. We will await the results of the 
negotiations of the delegates from the Executive Committee... It should 
be known today. 

We saw narrow ribbons, like a flag, on a long pole. The people had 
not yet had time to sew the red banners. 

Oh, but tomorrow, the day after tomorrow, the red banner will be 
raised over the whole of Russia, the banner of freedom, equality and 
fraternity. 

— Abdication from the throne. Down with the dynasty.. The shouts 
of the people shake the cold air. And with the singing of the Marseillaise 
we move into the city, hundreds of thousands of people, seized by one 
ecstatic feeling, a feeling of incredible joy: liberation... 

And when we returned late in the evening, the royal trains were 
gone. They were sent back to the only way left for him... 

We did not yet know the outcome of the negotiations. 

But we already knew that there could be no turning back, that Russia 
had freed herself from tsarist despotism, that a new great dawn was 
haunting the long-suffering, tormented Russia.

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Resolution on the Present Situation Adopted by the Brotherhood of 
St. Sampsoi at a Meeting of Soldiers and Workers on March 3, 1917 


We, the workers and soldiers, gathered at a meeting of about 1,000

2) The Soviet of Workers' and Soldiers' Deputies must immediately 
abolish this Provisional Government of the liberal bourgeoisie and 
declare itself a Provisional Revolutionary Government. 

Accepted by all but three people. 


Resolution adopted at the "New Lessner"' plant. 


We, the workers of the New Lessner factory, having heard the 
report of our representatives in the Soviet of Workers’ and Soldiers’ 
Deputies, have decided that the question of terminating the strike is 
premature, but, for the purpose of co-ordinating and uniting all the 
revolutionary forces of the country, we submit to the decision of the 
Soviet of Workers’ and Soldiers' Deputies and declare that at the first call 
of the representatives of workers’ and soldiers' deputies we shall finish 
our work for the further struggle for the basic slogans of the proletariat 
and the peasantry -- in an eight-hour period for the Democratic Republic, 
and for the confiscation of all land for the benefit of the peasants. 

The resolution was adopted by the general meeting of the plant of 
about 7000 people almost unanimously against 6-tons.

1st Machine Gun Reserve Regiment No. 667 March 1917 


The General Assembly of the Officers of the 1st Machine Gun 
Reserve Regiment, having for the first time with the advent of the new 
order the opportunity to freely express their convictions, decided:

Committee, 4 representatives to the Soviet of Workers’ and Soldiers' 
Deputies, and 3 to the General Officers' Organization of the Garrison of 
the Mountains. Petrograd.

On democratic principles and communications, the first 
machine-gun regiment, the Alekseevsky fort, the railway battalion, the 
seaplane park and the naval training station. commands, to form the first 
corps of the Soviet troops. Slave. and Sold. Dep., it is highly desirable to 
transfer the teams to Of. Page. Sc. in Oranienbaum. 

On the 4th issue, it was decided: 

1) To erect a monument to the comrades who fell in Oranienbaum, 
both during the shelling of the units that followed on the night of February 
27-28, and in the following time, at the site of the shelling.

General Alexeev issued the following telegraph order: 

"As a result of a telegram from the Chief of Staff, Zan. A deputation 
of 50 men from the new government was coming from Velikiye Luki and 
Polotsk and disarming the gendarmes. Duma, who reported that no 
deputations had been sent. In this way, it seems, purely revolutionary 
unbridled gangs are already beginning to emerge from Petrograd, who 
are trying to disarm the gendarmes on the railways and, of course, will in 
the future seek to seize power both on the railways and in the rear of the 
army, and will probably try to penetrate the army itself. The most 
energetic measures must be taken, surveillance must be established at 
all junction stations of the railways in the rear, and garrisons of reliable 
units under the command of firm officers must be placed at these 
stations. If such self-appointed delegations appear anywhere, it is 
desirable not to disperse them, but to try to capture them and, if possible, 
immediately appoint a field court, the sentences of which are to be 
carried out immediately.

2) * To recognize as the most important tasks of the internal 
structure of Russia the guarantee of all freedoms and self-activity °f the 
people: and the convocation of the Constituent Assembly on the basis of 
universal, without distinction of sex, equal, direct and secret suffrage; 

3) ) to support the Provisional Government in so far as it will 
actually carry out the programme it has announced, and 

4) In view of the fact that the revolutionary struggle is not yet over, 
to call upon the comrades to participate as much as possible in the 
political and social life of the country in order to achieve the above- 
mentioned tasks in order to realize a democratic republic. 

It was decided to elect delegates to the Soviet of Workers' and 
Soldiers' Deputies at the next general meeting, which was instructed to 
convene an enlarged Organizational Bureau in the near future.

The 
task of revolutionary democracy is to establish a Provisional 
Revolutionary Government of a democratic character (dictatorship of the 
proletariat and the peasantry).

ƏTa BONHa — He Hawa BOÑHA. 

We condemn in the strongest terms the violation of Belgian 
neutrality, which was solemnly guaranteed by the belligerent Powers. 
We demand, and will not cease to demand, that Belgium be restored in 
all its inviolability and independence. 

We declare that we seek to put an end to this war as soon as 
possible by a peace that does not commit violence against any people 
or nation, that we will never support the plans of conquest of our 
governments, plans that lead to new wars, that we will work for a peace 
that will destroy the seeds of international enmity and open the way 
again for joint work. 

Such a peace is possible only with the complete renunciation of 
violence against peoples. The occupation of whole countries or parts of 
them should not lead to their forcible annexation.
